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A  GERMAN-ENGLISH  DICTIONARY  OF 
PSYCHOLOGICAL  TERMS 

PREFACE 

One  of  the  difficulties  which  faces  the  young  scholar  who  familiar- 
izes himself  with  the  vast  output  of  German  psychological  literature 
is  the  nature  of  the  technical  terms  used.  In  the  Romance  languages, 
especially  in  French,  with  rare  exceptions  the  words  are  not  strikingly 
different  from  our  own  terminology.  Not  only  are  the  German  terms 
structurally  unlike  our  own,  giving  no  cue  whatsoever  to  their  intrinsic 
meaning,  but  the  practice  of  making  continuous  compounds  often  con- 
fuses the  student.  Two  or  three  words  may  be  joined  togethe?  with- 
out hyphenation.  In  addition,  some  of  the  simpler  words,  like  Akkord, 
Art,  Gang,  Last,  List,  and  Lust  have  a  meaning  often  quite  different 
from  their  English  forms. 

With  this  situation  in  view  the  writer  has  compiled  the  following 
vocabulary.  It  was  hard  to  draw  the  line  between  the  technical  words 
used  in  psychology  and  words  of  more  general  meaning.  In  some  cases 
the  compiler  has  overstepped  the  boundary  and  inserted  terms,  such  as 
physiological  and  biological  expressions,  which  would  be  generally  use- 
ful to  a  student  of  psychology.  The  list  leans  heavily  on  two  glos- 
saries that  have  already  been  published — one  by  Judd1  and  the  other 
by  Titchener.2  But  it  has  been  much  amplified  and  brought  up  to 
date.3     Several  translations  in  which  the  compiler  was^  engaged  have

furnished  many  terms  and  his  colleagues  on  the  staff  have  been  of 
valuable  assistance  in  suggesting  other  terms  to  be  translated.  In 
connection  with  the  former  published  lists,  changes  in  spelling  that 
have  since  become  current  in  German  literature  have  been  followed; 
e.g.,  the  hard  c  is  now  transliterated  into  k,  as  in  Kontrast,  while  the 
soft  c  becomes  z,  as  in  Association.  The  arrangement  is  alphabetical 
throughout  which  means  that  terms  which  have  appeared  in  previous 
lists  as  subheadings  are  now  to  be  found  in  their  alphabetical  order. 

We  should  also  note  that  the  usual  difficulty  of  transferring  con- 
cepts from  one  language  into  another  was  encountered.  In  some  cases 
it  is  almost  impossible  to  supply  a  single  term  for  some  of  the  tech- 
nical words.  This  has  already  been  noted  by  Titchener*  in  his  list. 
The  compiler  has  here  given  the  closest  approximations  which  in  many 
instances  are  further  defined  by  the  use  of  modifying  adjectives  or 
supplementary  phrases. 

The  compiler  was  often  tempted  to  include  compound  words  whose 
parts  either  have  already  been  translated  in  the  list  or  else  are  of 
such  general  meaning  that  the  elementary  student  is  familiar  with 
each  specific  partial  term.  The  general  principle  was  followed,  how- 
ever, that  unless  a  new  meaning  is  grafted  on  to  the  combination 
many  such  words  be  left  to  the  ingenuity  of  the  individual  reader.  A 
number  of  expressions  have  also  been  omitted  whose  German  equiva- 
lent is  practically  identical  with  the  English  term.  "Where  a  reference 
to  a  specific  technical  usage  would  be  helpful,  the  compiler  has  in- 
serted the  name  of  the  psychologist  who  so  uses  the  term.  If  the 
form  is  a  verb,  it  is  indicated  by  (v.)  The  student  should  become 
familiar  with  the  common  practice  of  forming  verbal  nouns  by  adding 
the  suffix,  ung,  to  the  root  of  the  verb.  The  compiler  will  be  very 
grateful  if  inaccuracies,  omissions,  or  outright  errors  are  pointed  out 
to  him  from  time  to  time.  A  list  of  the  more  commonly  found  ab- 
breviations is  appended. 


Other  terms  were  of  such  limited  use  in  the  pathological  field  that  they  could  not 
find  a  place  in1  this  more  general  vocabulary.  The  first  two  volumes  of  Baldwin's 
Dictionary  of  Philosophy  and  Psychology  were  carefully  scrutinized  term  by 
term.  The  indices  to  the  sixth  edition  of  Wundt's  Grundzuge  der  physiologischen 
Psychologic  and  Eisler's  Philosophisches  Worterbuch  in  three  volumes  were 
also  examined.
